for my __ brother-in-law’s 

herd of mostly Holsteins 
this week and I realized that we 
have to continue to do a better 
job of promoting the most basic 
truth about the Guernsey breed. 
Simply put, our milk is worth r 
more. This doesn’t just apply . 
to milk sold under the Golden 
Guernsey logo for a premium. 
It is a simple fact on every 
dairy farm in the US. The lone 
Guernsey in this herd calved on 
the same day as a pair of Hol- 
steins. Now, 250 days later, she 
is making about 2.4 pounds of 
fat every day. The Holsteins 
are making 1.76 and 2.00 pounds of fat. The Guernsey is making 
1.8 pounds of protein every day while the Holsteins are making 1.4 
each. Based on current component pricing, the Guernsey is earning 
about $1.45 more per day than the two Holsteins, one of which is 
milking 10% more than the other Holstein and the Guernsey to make 
up for her component percents which are lower still. 

Right now, average Guernsey milk of 4.5% fat and 3.2% protein 
is worth about $1.44 more per hundredweight than the average com- 
mercial milk that tests 3.7% fat and 3.0% protein. When fat and pro- 
tein values were much higher (back when the value of everything was 
much higher) this advantage was even greater. When times get as lean 
as they are right now, that extra $1.44 can make all the difference. 

In his Director’s comments back in October in the Guernsey 
Journal, Keith Dixon gave several examples of the difference in 
value of Guernsey milk when he compared the milk value of his best 
testing Guernsey and his lowest testing Holstein. He found (last Jan- 
uary) that milk being produced by an exceptional Guernsey testing 
6.2% and 4.7% was worth $33.23 per hundredweight while the milk 
produced by the Holstein testing 3.0% and 3.1% was worth $21.11 
per hundredweight. While even that $21.33 would look fantastic this 
spring, the point is that an improvement in component percents can 
make a huge difference in the value of the milk you are shipping. 
wouldn’t it be fantastic if we could make a few more of those cows 
capable of producing $33.00 milk? 

The average PTA for the Active Al sires is +.02% for Fat and -.02% 
for Protein. So, we have been making progress in making the right kind 
of bulls available. I can remember a time - not too long ago - when it was 
difficult to find a good bull that would help improve test. We still need to 
be more diligent in improving protein in our breed. Right now, protein is 
worth more than twice what fat is worth and we do not enjoy the same 
vast advantage over the other breeds in protein as we do with fat. 

The list of 57 Guernsey young sires in-waiting exactly mimics 
the Active AI list, with an average of +.02% fat and -.02% protein. 
All the heifers born in 2007 and 2008 that have a parent average also 
average the same +.02% fat and -.02% protein. So, you can see that 
in the next couple years we can continue to expect our genetic poten- 
tial for fat test to increase. Our challenge will be to find several bulls 
that will help us improve our protein test by an equal measure. 

If you are looking for a way to cut costs this spring, consider 
using more young sires in your herd. There is such an incredible 
variety of young bulls available now that I am sure that any breeder 
can find several that suit the needs of their breeding program. Young 
Sires represent a great value and the use of more of them will actu- 
ally help move your herd, and the breed forward, making the choice 
to increase their use one of the smartest cost-cutting measures you 
can make this year. 

Congratulations to all the breeders and exhibitors of the animals 
recognized in the All-American contest. These results close yet an- 
other chapter in the year-long event that is the tanbark trail. Get ready 
to find that next good one in the upcoming spring sales! 30 of the 
nominated individuals, or their dams, were sold in a Guernsey sale.

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Sunrise Farm : G@ Southern Saccess Story 


he year was 1970 and eight-year- 

old Kevin Bridges of Shelby, North 

Carolina, was leading his best cow, 
Sunrise Valor Debby Tid, in the National 
Junior Show in Columbus, Ohio. “That 
cow was just fine on the way down one side 
of the ring,” recalls Kevin now, “but when 
you made the turn to head back towards 
the gate, she got tough to handle and she 
plowed me through the ground.” Another 
Junior exhibitor from North Carolina, Clair 
Stokes, took over the halter and guided 
Kevin’s cow to Grand Champion honors 
that day. “The same thing happened again 
the next year in Columbus and they started 
to send Clair out to help,” Kevin says, “But 
there was no way somebody else was going 
win Grand Champion with my cow again.” 
So, the nine-year-old toughed it out and 
took home his second straight National Ju- 
nior Show championship, this time receiv- 
ing the award himself. 

Kevin’s willingness put in the hard work 
to attain his reward would be called upon 
again and again in the ensuing years as he 
worked to keep his family’s farm, Sunrise 
Farm, in business. But he’s gotten a lot more 
used to seeing others win with his cows. 

“In 1986 my dad was really worried about 
keeping the farm going, so I took a govern- 
ment job where I worked 24 hours on and 48 
off,” says Kevin, “And I used all my vacation 
time to allow my dad to go to shows or other 
events. Whenever I talked about quitting my 
job, to work on the farm, dad always said I 
had a good job and to keep it.” 

Then, in 1999, tragedy struck as Charles 
Bridges was mauled and killed by a herd 
bull. Kevin was badly injured trying to 
help him and wound up in the hospital for 
a month. Kevin’s wife, Amy, was pregnant 
with their first child at the time. “I knew 
what I had to do,” states Kevin matter-of- 


was then held in Columbus, Ohio. 
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Sunrise Valor Debby Tid, EX-91, was the Grand Champion of the Na- 
tional Junior Show for Kevin Bridges in 1970 and 1971. The show 


factly, “I wasn’t going to let our family 
farm die like that.” When he came home 
from the hospital Kevin was in charge of 
Sunrise Farm. “Farming is a learning pro- 
cess,” he admits. “I knew about the cows 
but I had to learn about farming.” 

“We always have support of family and 
friends when we need it,” says Kevin repeat- 
edly throughout our conversation. Kevin 
and his wife Amy, an Instructor of Biology 
at Gaston College, own the farm. Kevin’s 
sister Kristen and his daughter Ashley do 
most of the milking. Ashley and her sisters 
Kelsey and Renee showed Guernseys dur- 
ing their youth. Kevin and Amy’s young 
children, Charles Avery and Olivia, have just 
begun showing Guernseys themselves. Kev- 
in’s cousins Marshall and Talmadge Peace 
grew up on the farm, showed Guernseys as 
teenagers, and now help with field work and 
equipment maintenance. 

Located just 50 miles west of Charlotte, 
the Bridges’ home town of Shelby, North 
Carolina, does not get much Guernsey traf- 
fic these days. That hasn’t kept their best 
cows from hitting the road though. 

Although his father Charles was reluc- 
tant to sell Sunrise animals, Kevin has sold 
several animals that have gone on to nation- 
al prominence all over the country. In fact, 
the Sunrise prefix has repeatedly graced the 
pages of the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal re- 
cently for a variety of reasons. 

Sunrise Magicman Melody, EX-94, was 
sold to the Wylie Family of Goldprint Farm 
as a calf. She stood Sth at Louisville that 
year and the following spring she was sold 
in the Kentucky National Sale to Land of 
Living Farm in Mechanicsburg, Ohio. Her 
list of accomplishments is long, includ- 
ing Intermediate Champion at Louisville; 
Reserve Intermediate Champion at Madi- 
son; All-American Sr. 3-Year-Old; Hon- 

gee Orable Mention 
All-American 
4-Year-Old; and 
Honorable Men- 
tion  All-Ameri- 
can Aged Cow 
in 2008. Her top 
record is 4-10 
365D =. 25,130M 
4.6% 1,165F 3.7% 
937P. She hails 
from a cow family 
purchased from 
Spring Crest Asso- 
ciates, another of 
the many Guern- 
sey herds that used 
to populate North 
Carolina. Melody 
was sold because 


Sunrise Farm and Goldprint Farm both had 
an abundance of Fall Calves for 2001. One 
of these was Sunrise Luxury Tami, EX-93. 
She was also sent to Goldprint Farm as a 
calf. She ended up at Knapps Guernseys 
in Iowa after Randy Knapp showed inter- 
est in several of the Goldprint animals at 
Louisville. Tami has made four records 
over 24,000M and has over 130,000M life- 
time and is still going strong. She was the 
Honorable Mention All-American Fall Calf 
in 2001 and was nominated All-American 
in 2004. In 2002 and 2003 she was Hon- 
orable Mention Junior All-American. She 
has daughters scored VG-88 and EX-90, 
both of which have been nominated Jr. All- 
American. Charles Bridges bought Tami’s 
Loral dam from Pecks Guernseys of Illinois 
in 1999 in the Kentucky National Sale. 

Sunrise Goldie Lux, EX-94, is another 
perennial show campaigner that started her 
career at Sunrise Farm. John and Bonnie 
Ayars and Dr. Kenny Manion purchased 
Lux in Louisville when she was a yearling. 
She was nominated All-American that year 
and freshened in beautifully for the Ayars, 
placing 2nd at Harrisburg and 3rd at Lou- 
isville as a Sr. 2-Year-Old. She has since 
been named Reserve All-American in 2007 
and 2008. She was the Grand Champion of 
the 2008 NGS-Harrisburg and made a top 
record of 3-06 365D 27,520M 3.9% 1,062F 
3.5% 953P. Lux is from a Very Good Fay- 
ette with over 120,000M lifetime. This cow 
was purchased from Myrtledales Farm in 
South Carolina. The next dam was actu- 
ally bred by Land of Living Farm, a Jupiter 
Playboy daughter. Lux had a VG-87 Go- 
liath sister at Sunrise Farm that has a Fall 
Yearling daughter still in the herd. 

“I would have loved to see them,” at the 
show, says Kevin. “We are just as proud of 
those cows when they win as we would be 
if they were sti!l on our farm. It’s like free 
advertising for us. It was great to see three 
of our cows in the first four pages of the 
February Guernsey Journal.” 

Sunrise TT Jessica was named Honor- 
able Mention Jr. All-American Jr. 3-Year- 
Old in 2008 after winning her class in the 
NJS-Louisville. She was nominated All- 
American In 2007 for the Bridges before 
she was sold to Caleb and Tricia Nicley and 
Taylor Graves of Parksville, Kentucky, and 
Lebanon, Indiana. She is scored EX-90 with 
an EX-91 Mammary System and made over 
800F in her first lactation. Her dam was a 
VG-88 Nitro that made three records over 
700F. The next dam was a VG-84 Protein 
King with over 100,000M from the Round 
Pond herd in Kentucky. Jessica’s Banger 
daughter placed third in the NJS-Louisville 
as a Spring Yearling last fall for the Bridges. 
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Jessica is sired by a Tiller son (Tiller x Per- 
fecto Ace x Forestar) that has several nice 
daughters in the herd, including Sunrise TT 
Lynn, a VG-82 heifer that was 3rd Jr. 2-Year- 
Old in the Junior Show in Louisville in 2007. 
She is out of a VG-88 Amen daughter. 

“My dad bought lots of cows,” remembers 


Kevin. “The last one he bought was the dam of 


that bull. We just shipped her at ten years old.” 
To top it all off, Sunrise Roys Gem, now 
owned by Randy Knapp and Family, made a 
class leading record for milk as a 3-year-old 
with 3-08 365D 34,200M 4.2% 1,433F 3.1% 
1069P. “Roy really worked well for us,” says 
Kevin. “I'd use him again if I could.” 
Sunrise Farm has been family owned 
and operated by the Bridges Family for four 
generations. The current replacement heif- 
er operations are located on the property 
where Charlie began dairying in the 1940s. 
Mr. Charles A. “Charlie” Bridges (Kevin’s 
grandfather) purchased his first dairy cow (a 
Jersey) in 1948. Then, in 1952, he traded a 
Hereford cow for a Guernsey cow. “Guern- 
seys were an extremely popular breed in 
Cleveland County, North Carolina, during 
this time.,” reminds Kevin. In 1954, Charlie 
purchased four additional Guernsey cows at 
a local sale and initiated what is now known 
as Sunrise Farm. Kevin’s father, Charles A. 
Bridges, Jr. began running the dairy upon 
completing his studies at NC State Univer- 
sity in the late 1950s and continued to oper- 
ate it until his death in 1999. “I have never 
met another man that loves Guernsey cows 


any more than that man did,” says Kevin of 


his father, “Never.” 

Sunrse Farm milk was originally sold to 
Carnation Milk in Shelby in metal cans. In 
the late 1960s, Carolina Dairy began pur- 
chasing Sunrise milk, which was marketed 
as the traditional “Golden Guernsey” milk 
and the family continued to sell to Carolina 
Dairy until the processing plant closed in the 
early 1990s. Since Carolina Dairy bought 
only Guernsey milk, its closing marked the 
end of the “colored milk” market in the area. 
Sunrise Dairy now sells its milk to Piedmont 
Milk Sales in Blountville, Tennessee. 

The farm currently milks approximately 
50 Guernseys along with a combined total 
of 70 Jerseys and Holsteins. There are ap- 


proximately 75 replacement heifers, 30 of 


which are Guernseys. Kevin recently pur- 
chased his former business partner’s hold- 
ings (equipment and Hoistein herd) and has 
plans to renovate the existing dairy facil- 
ity or eventually build a new facility. The 
farm is home to the milking members of the 
Goldprint herd in addition to cows owned 
by two other North Carolina breeders. “I’m 
glad to milk anyone’s cows. I’m happy to 
have the milk,” remarks Kevin. 

“We breed to calve in our heifers at 21 
or 22 months,” confirms Kevin. “My dad 
always said the quicker they get to work, 
the quicker they make money for you.” 


“The number one thing we breed for is feet 
and legs,” states Kevin emphatically, ““That’s 


the life of a cow. I love beautiful udders, but if 


they don’t have good feet and legs they won’t 
have longevity. I don’t like really big cows. 
They haven’t made a set of feet and legs than 
can hold up those big cows yet.” 

The attention to brecding for longevity 
is evident in the herd today. “We have lots 
of older cows,” confirms Kevin. Certainly 
one of the best cows in the Sunrise herd 
is Sunrise E Betty, EX-92, calving for the 
sixth time last October at ten years of age, 
she has over 120,000M with lifetime fat test 
of 4.5% and protein of 3.4%. She is sired 
by a Perfecto son used on the farm. She has 
finally provided heifer calves the last two 
years, but her son by Flambeau Manor Ron 
Landon has already made a pair of two- 
year-olds with VG-89 udders. 

Sunrise Goliath Cleo, EX-90, is another 
of the kind of cows that the Bridges are 
working towards. She has 125,000M out 
in seven lactations. “We are finally hav- 
ing trouble getting her bred this time but 
I’m not giving up on her yet,” says Kevin. 
“She’s paid her way and a few others.” 

“We have really done well with daugh- 
ters of Luxury, Roy, Goliath and Tiller,” 
says Kevin. “I'd like to find bulls that do 
that well for us again.” Special and Yogi are 
receiving heavy use in the herd right now. 
Sunrise Farm is also part of the Select Sires 
PGA Young Sire Program. 

Sunrise animals were first exhibited in 
1957 by Charles and his twin sister Sybill 
Bridges Willis. The pair were known to be 
fiercely competitive with each other! Kevin 
has exhibited Guernseys since he was 8 
years old when he showed the National Ju- 
nior Show Grand Champion - Sunrise Valor 
Debby Tid. That EX-91 cow was named 
Reserve All-American 4-Year-Old in 1970 
and Honorable Mention in 1971. “In 1971 
we brought her home from the National 
Show and the judge at the state fair the 
next week made a yearling Grand Cham- 
pion over her. The show announced that she 
had been Grand Champion at the National 
Junior Show and the judge looked like he 
wanted to find a place to hide,” remembers 
Kevin, laughing. A Very Good Dari Fayvor 
daughter of Tid had seven natural heifer 
calves and this cow family is part of the 
herd today. Foremost among the many de- 
scendents of Tid is a VG-85 Goliath daugh- 
ter with over 120,000M lifetime. Her dam 
was an EX-90 Energizer with 120,000M — a 
great-granddaughter of the Tid cow. 

Sunrise animals are regularly exhibited 
at the Dixie Classic Fair, the North Caro- 
lina and South Carolina State Fairs, as well 
as the NC Mountain State Fair, Clemson 
University Spring Dairy Show, and the Na- 
tional Guernsey Shows.

“We also are indebted 
to the E.S. Stokes Family of Go!dprint Farm 
for their support and exhibition of Sunrise 
cattle,” says Amy. 

The Wylies of Goldprint Farm “are like 
family to us now,” says Kevin. “Back when 
I was young they were our fiercest com- 
petitors — I mean our fiercest! But, instead 
of conquering and dividing, you’ve got to 
unite,” he says now. “We all share the fun 
now.” Kevin has also apparently forgiven 
Clair Stokes Wylie for leading his cow to 
Grand Champion honors back in 1970. If 
Sunrise Farm finds themselves with extra 
heifers (and they often do) Clair Wylie and 
her family will come by the farm and pick 
out two or three to take back to their farm 
to raise and show. The animals are put in 
the names of all the Wylie and Bridges chil- 
dren, so they can be shown by both families 
in the Junior Shows. “No doubt they do a 
great job raising heifers and give them more 
personal attention. They spend all their time 
spoiling them,” Kevin laughs. 

“I feel that we are fortunate to have 
someone as dedicated to the success of the 
Guernsey breed as the Bridges family in 
North Carolina. We have enjoyed know- 
ing them on both a personal level and as 
breeders for a great many years. Kevin, and 
Charles before him, have worked to breed 
high quality sound cattle which are capable 
of excelling in the showring. There is noth- 
ing we like better here at Goldprint than 
sharing good times with close friends, un- 
less it is raising and developing good young 
Guernseys. We have enjoyed having the op- 
portunity to help develop some of Sunrise’s 
good breeding such as...Tami, Melody and 
Goldie Lux. Kevin and his family are very 
special to us.” stated Clair.

I would 
say his production proof is very accurate and 
the Archies will not set any records as two- 
year-olds; however, I feel they are cows that 
will last a long time and their “records” may 
come in total lifetime production. 

The second bull I would like to mention 
is Jens Gold Regis Z Special-ET. Special 
was a popular young sire and there are a lot 
of daughters around. They are cows that are 
milking extremely well. He will add depth 
and openness of rib. He will make cows 
with tall, open dairy frames and they have 
adequate strength to complement their dairy- 
ness. Earlier when the first Special daugh- 
ters were coming fresh I mentioned that | 
thought they were a little deeper in the udder. 
Now that I have seen more daughters I cer- 
tainly would not consider this the norm. In 
fact, several daughters lately have had what 
I would consider ideal udder depth for a two- 
year-old. Special continues to be a popular 
sire of choice and can be best used to add 
milk, dairyness and depth of rib.
